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GENERAL NOTES. 

The cooperation of over 6,000 nurserymen throughout the United States has been "asked 
for the purpose of restricting the damage caused by the wheat-stem rust. The common barberry 
(Berberis vulgaris) is one of the important factors in the development of serious wheat rust 
epidemics, and the Department of Agriculture is conducting a systematic campaign to secure 
the eradication of this plant throughout the upper Mississippi Valley. Cards pledging not to 
ship the common barberry into this region, sent out by this Board, are being very generally signed 
by nurserymen with promises of hearty cooperation. The ultimate extermination of the 
barberry, ari alternative host of this disease, will probably be followed by the enactment of a 
quarantine prohibiting the further movement of this plant into the cleaned-up area. It should 
be noted that the Japanese barberry {Berberis ihunbergii) is not subject to this disease and is, 
therefore, not included in the clean-up campaign. Collaborators of the Board are requested 
to give such supervision and assistance as will further the objects of this campaign. 

*¥h& q u ay Mi iia-e on account of the gipsy and brown-tail moths has received its annual 
revision and has been reissued, effective July 1, 1918. Some very minor changes were necessary 
in the case of the gipsy moth, but no modifications of the quarantined area were necessary on 
account of the brown-tail moth. This quarantine, as heretofore, applies not only to forest and 
other plant products, but also to stone and quarry products. 

To safeguard the possible future development of a bamboo industry in the United States, 
steps have been taken to exclude certain known dangerous diseases of bamboo by prohibiting 
the further entry of bamboo plants or cuttings, except as imported for experimental purposes 
by the United States Department of Agriculture. A hearing on this subject was called for 
July 2. It is not proposed to put any restrictions on the importation of bamboo timber or 
bamboo to be used for manufacturing purposes. 

Importations of nursery stock have been so restricted by the War Trade Board that during 
the period of the war there will be very little further importation of such stock. A license for such 
importation must now be obtained from the War Trade Board which, however, does not relieve 
the importer from- compliance with the regulations now enforced by the Department of Agri- 
culture under the Plant Quarantine Act. The hearing on the subject of proposed additional 
restrictions on the entry of nursery stock for propagation referred to in the April number of this 
Letter of Information was duly held on May 28. The Board's recommendation's, as a result 
of this hearing, to further restrict and prohibit the entry of classes of plants imported for propa- 
gation will be ready shortly for submittal, together with the necessary revision of the regulations. 

The risk of possible entry of dangerous cotton pests with cotton and cotton waste used as 
packing for glassware, china, or othej articles has been guarded against by an effort to secure 
cooperation on the part of the princip al exporting countries to prevent the use of such packing 
material. In a recent Treasury ordei customs officers have been instructed to hold all importa- 
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tions of goads packed with cotton or, cotton waste, and either to report the fact to the local 
inspector of the Federal Horticultural Board at the port where the merchandise is offered for 
entry or to require the importer to remove and destroy all objectionable material. The collabo- 
rators of the Federal Horticultural Board may occasionally be called upon to supervise the 
enforcement of this order. 

It will be of interest to the collaborators of the Board to kno-fa that contracts have been 
awarded for the construction of fumigating houses on the Texas-Mexican border at El Paso, 
Del Rio, Eagle Pass, r^aredo, and Brownsville. The largest of these houses, the one at Laredo, 
will have a capacity of 15 freight cars, and t^he smallest, the one at Del Rio, where there is no 
railroad connection, will be equipped for the fumigation of wagons and trucks. This fumiga- 
tion project is probably the largest enterprise of the kind which has ever been attempted, 
exceeding even the cotton-fumigating plants at Boston. The object of these houses is to 
enable the fumigation of cars as an entirety, exteriorly and interiorly, including contents. The 
planning and supervision of these houses is under the direction of Mr. R. KentBeattie, of the 
Board, who is in general direction of the control movement of cars, freight, etc., from Mexico 
into the United States.

NOTES ON ENTOMOLOGICAL INTERCEPTIONS. 

This letter, with a few exceptions, includes practically the same insects which have been 
repeatedly enumerated in previous letters of information. One consignment of rhododendrons 
from Holland was found to be lightly infested with the larvae of Chimabacche fagella, an insect 
reported to be injurious to the foliage of oak, beech, and birch in northern and eastern Ireland, 
judging from the available literature on this pest, it is apparent that this insect is primarily 
injurious to forest and shade trees, and its occurrence on rhododendrons may possibly be 
accidental, although at the time the stock was examined there was evidence of foliage injury. 
At least three scale insects injurious to deciduous fruits have been intercepted, namely, the 
European peach scale (Lemmum persicae) on peach from England and Berleris, purpurea from 
France, L. coryli on undetermined host from England, and Parlatoria cMnensis on Pyrus from 
China. 

Larvae of the* gold-tail moth (Porthesia similis) were collected on Japanese maple from 
Holland and Cerasus avium from France, consigned to Pennsylvania. Five nests of the brown- 
tail moth, one pupa of the gipsy moth, and six pupae of the sorrel cutworm (Acronycta rumicis) 
have been taken on miscellaneous shipments from France.

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LIST OF CURRENT QUARANTINE AND OTHER RESTRICTIVE ORDERS. 

QUARANTINE ORDERS. 

The numbers assigned to these quarantines indicate merely the chronological order of issuance of both domestic 
and foreign quarantines in one numerical series. The quarantine numbers missing in this list are quarantines which 
have either been superseded or revoked. For convenience of reference these quarantines are here classified as 
domestic and foreign. 

DOMESTIC QUARANTINES. 

Date palms. — Quarantine No. 6: Kegulates the interstate movement of date palms or date-palm offshoots from 
Riverside County, Cal., east of the San Bernardino meridian; Imperial County, Cal.; Yuma, Maricopa, and Pinal 
Counties, Ariz.; and Webb County, Tex., on account of the Parlatoria scale (Parlatoria blanchardi) and the Phoeni- 
cococcus scale (Phoenicococcus marlatti). 

Cotton seed and cottonseed hulls. — Quarantine No. 9: Prohibits the importation of cotton seed and cottonseed hulls 
from the Territory of Hawaii on account of the pink bollworm. 

Hawaiian fruits. — Quarantine No. 13: Prohibits or regulates the importation from Hawaii of all fruits and vege- 
tables, in the natural or raw state, on account of the Mediterranean fruit fly and the melon fly. 

Sugar cane. — Quarantine No. 16: Prohibits the importation from Hawaii and Porto Rico of living canes of sugar 
cane or cuttings or parts thereof, on account of certain injurious insects and fungus diseases. 

Cotton. — Quarantine No. 23, revised: Regulates the movement of cotton from Hawaii to the continental United 
States, on account of the pink bollworm. 

Five-leafed pines, Ribes, and Grossularia. — Quarantine No. 26: Prohibits the interstate movement of .five-leafed 
pines, currant and gooseberry plants from all States east of and including the States of Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, 
Arkansas, and Louisiana to points outside of this area; prohibits, further, the interstate movement of five-leafed pines 
and black currant plants to points outside the area comprising the States of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, and New York. 

Sweet potato and yam. — Quarantine No. 30: Prohibits the movement from the Territories of Hawaii and Porto 
Rico into or through any other Territory, State, or District of the United States of all varieties of sweet potatoes and 
yams (Ipomoea batatas and Dioscorea spp.), regardless of the use for which, the same are intended, on account of the 
sweet potato weevil (Cylas formicarius) and the sweet potato scarabee (Euscepes batatae). 

Banana- -pie/nte:—- Quarantine No. 32.;. Prohibits the movement from the Territories of Hawaii and Porto Rico into 
or through any other Territory, State, or District of the United States of all species and varieties of banana plants 
(Musa spp.), regardless of the use for which the same are intended, on account of two injurious weevils, namely, 
Rhabdocnemis obscurus and Metamasius hemipterus. 

Gipsy moth and brown-tail moth. — Quarantine No. 33: Regulates the movement interstate to any point outside of 
the quarantined towns and territory, or from points in the generally infested area to points in the lightly infested area, 
of stone or quarry products and of the plants and the plant products listed therein. This quarantine covers portions 
of the New England States. 

FOREIGN QUARANTINES. 

Irish potato. — Quarantine No. 3: Prohibits the importation of the common or Irish potato from Newfoundland; 
the islands of St. Pierre and Miquelon; Great Britain, including England, Scotland, Wales, and Ireland; Germany; 
and Austria-Hungary on account of the disease known as potato wart. 

Mexican fruits. — Quarantine No. 5, as amended: Prohibits the importation of oranges, sweet limes, grapefruit, 
mangoes, achras sapotes, peaches, guavas, and plums from th,e Republic of Mexico, on account of the Mexican fruit fly. 

Five-leafed pines, Ribes and Grossularia. — Quarantine No. 7, as amended: Prohibits the importation from each and 
every country of Europe and Asia and from the Dominion of Canada and Newfoundland of all five-leafed pines and 
all species and varieties of the genera Ribes and Grossularia, on account of the white-pine blister rust. 

Cotton seed and cottonseed hulls. — Quarantine No. 8, as amended: Prohibits the importation from any foreign locality 
and country, excepting only the locality of the Imperial Valley, in the State of Lower California, Mexico, of cotton 
seed (including seed cotton) of all species and varieties and cottonseed hulls, on account of the pink bollworm. Cotton 
and cotton seed from the Imperial Valley may be entered under permit and regulation. 

Seeds of avocado or alligator pear. — Quarantine No. 12: Prohibits the importation from Mexico and the countries of 
Central America of the seeds of the avocado or alligator pear, on account of the avocado weevil. 

Sugar cane. — Quarantine No. 15: Prohibits the importation from all foreign countries of living canes of sugar cane 
or cuttings or parts thereof, on account of certain injurious insects and fungus diseases. There are no restrictions on the 
entry of such materials into Hawaii and Porto Rico. 

Citrus nursery stock. — Quarantine No. 19: Prohibits the importation from all foreign localities and countries of all 
citrus nursery stock, including buds, scions, and seeds, on account of the citrus canker and other dangerous citrus 
diseases. The term "citrus" as used in this quarantine includes all plants belonging to the subfamily or tribe Citratae. 

European pines. — Quarantine No. 20: Prohibits, on account of the European pine-shoot moth (Evetria buoliana), 
the importation from all European countries and localities of all pines not already excluded by quarantine No. 7. 
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Indian corn or maize and related plants. — Quarantine No. 24, as amended: Prohibits the importation from south- 
eastern Asia (including India, Siam, Indo-China, and China), Malayan Archipelago, Australia, New Zealand, Oceania, 
Philippine Islands, Formosa, Japan, and adjacent islands, in the raw or unmanufactured state, of seed and all other 
portions of Indian corn or maize (Zea mays L.), and the closely related plants, including all species of Teosinte (Euchla 
ena), Job's tears (Coix), Polytoca, Chionachne, and Sclerachne, on account of the downy mildews and Physoderma dis- 
eases of Indian corn, except that Indian corn or maize may be imported on compliance with the conditions prescribed 
in the regulations of the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Citrus fruit. — Quarantine No. 28: Prohibits the importation from eastern and southeastern Asia (including India, 
Siam, Indo-China, and China), the Malayan Archipelago, the Philippine Islands, Oceania (except Australia, Tas- 
mania, and New Zealand), Japan (including Formosa and other islands adjacent to Japan), and the Union of South 
Africa, of all species and varieties of citrus frujts, on account of citrus canker, except that oranges of the mandarin 
class (including satsuma and tangerine varieties) may be imported on compliance with the conditions prescribed in 
the regulations of the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Sweet potato and yam. — Quarantine No. 29: Prohibits the importation for any purpose of any variety of sweet 
potatoes or yams (Ipomoea batatas and Dioscorea spp.) from all foreign countries and localities, on account of the sweet 
potato weevils (Cylas spp.) and the sweet potato scarabee (Euscepes batatae). 

Banana plants— Quarantine No. 31: Prohibits the importation, for any purpose, of any species or variety of 
banana plants (Musa spp.) from all foreign countries and localities on account of the banana root borer (Cosmopolites 
sordidus) . 

OTHER RESTRICTIVE ORDERS. 

The regulation of the entry of nursery stock from foreign countries into the United States was specifically provided 
for in the plant-quarantine act. The act further provides for the similar regulation of any other class of plants or plant 
product when the need therefor shall be determined. The entry of the plants and plant products listed below have 
been brought under such regulation: 

Nursery stock— Nursery stock is entered under regulations requiring a permit, foreign certification and marking, 
reporting arrival and distribution, and inspection at destination. The term "nursery stock" includes all field-grown 
florists' stock, trees, shrubs, vines, cuttings, grafts, scions, buds, fruit pits, and other seeds of fruits and ornamental 
trees or shrubs, and other plants and plant products for propagation, except field, vegetable, and flower seeds, bedding 
plants, and other herbaceous plants, bulbs, and roots. 

Irish potatoes. — The importation of Irish potatoes is prohibited altogether from the countries enumerated in the 
potato quarantine. Potatoe£ may be admitted from other foreign countries in accordance with the order of December 
22, 1913, bringing the entry of potatoes under restriction on account of injurious potato diseases and insect pests. The 
following countries have qualified for the importation of potatoes under the regulations issued under said order: Den- 
mark, Holland, Belgium, Cuba, Bermuda, and the Dominion of Canada. The regulations issued under this order 
have been amended so as to permit, free of any restrictions whatsoever under the plant-quarantine act, the importation 
of potatoes from any foreign country into the Territories of Porto Rico and Hawaii for local use only and from the 
Dominion of Canada and Bermuda into the United States or any of its Territories or districts. 

Avocado, or alligator pear. — The order of February 27, 1914, prohibits the importation from Mexico and the coun- 
tries of Central America of the fruits of the avocado, or alligator pear, except under permit and in accordance with the 
other provisions of the regulations issued under said order, on account of the avocado weevil. Entry is permitted only 
through the port of New York and is limited to the large, thick-skinned variety of the avocado. The importation 
of the small, purple, thin-skinned variety of the fruit of the avacado and of avocado nursery stock under 18 months of 
age is prohibited. 

Cotton. — The order of April 27, 1915, prohibits the importation of cotton from all foreign countries and localities, 
except under permit and in accordance with the other provisions of the regulations issued under said order, on account 
of injurious insects, including the pink bollworm. These regulations apply in part to cotton grown in and imported 
from the Imperial Valley, in the State of Lower California, in Mexico. 

Corn. — The order of March 1, 1917 (Amendment No. 1, with Regulations, to Notice of Quarantine No. 24), pro- 
hibits the importation of Indian corn or maize in the raw or unmanufactured state from the countries and localities 
listed in the Notice of Quarantine No. 24, except under permit and in accordance with the other provisions of the regu- 
lations issued under said order, on account of injurious diseases of Indian corn. 

Cottonseed products. — The order of June 23, 1917, prohibits the importation of cottonseed cake, meal, and all other 
cottonseed products, except oil, from all foreign countries, and a second order of June 23, 1917, prohibits the importation 
of cottonseed oil from Mexico, except under permit and in accordance with the other provisions of the regulations 
issued under said orders, on account of injurious insects, including the pink bollworm. 

Citrus fruits. — The order of June 27, 1917 (Notice of Quarantine No. 28, with Regulations), prohibits the importation 
from the countries and localities listed therein of all species and varieties of citrus fruits, excepting only oranges of the 
mandarin class (including satsuma and tangerine varieties), on account of the citrus canker disease. Oranges of the 
mandarin class (including satsuma and tangerine varieties) may be imported under permit and in accordance with the 
other provisions of the regulations issued under said order. 
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
